BUYING LAND 


A m ericans in general are sh ow ing a stronger tend ­ 
ency th a n usual to invest in land. 
It is an excellent 
tendency, from public and private view point alike. 
R oger Babson, the statistical expert, recently m ade 
a strong a rgum ent for the wider distrib ution of land in 
the U nited S tates and other allied countries. 
He was 
em phasizing land ow nership as the b e s t basis of social 
and econom ic contentm ent and stab ility of governm ent. 
T he G erm an victory in Russia, he explained, wars due to 
the fact th at in Russia ninety-five per cent of the people 


* owned only five per cent of the land. 
T he reason the 
R ussians w on’t rise up and fight G erm any now, despite 
their grievances, is th a t the peasants, having seized the 
land, feel th at they m ust stay at. hom e to m ake sure of 
possession. 
In G reat Britain much has been d one since the w ar 
sta rted to elim inate this evil, breaking up the big estates 
and giving the m asses access to the soil in their own 
right. 
P lans are being prepared for a great extension of 
the policy throughout the British e m pire a fter the war. 
Italy, too, is m oving along the sam e line. 
France does 
not have to, because F rance is already a nation of small, 
independent landholders— a fact that explains much of 
her virile dem ocracy and economic strength . 
A m erica is not cursed with landlordism as most older 
countries are. 
But there has been a disquieting tendency 
in the last decade or two toward th e grow th of huge 
estates. 
Public policy dem ands the discouraging of that 
tendency. 
T h e m ost effective argum ent for buying land in this 
country, however, is the private consideration of personal 
independence and profit. 
In a world of shifting values, 
bifid re m a ins the most perm anent and certain form of 
wealth. 
It m eans food and other n a tur a l resources— the 
things m en must alw ays have, the th ings on which civil­ 
ized life is built. 
And land in general k eeps on steadily 
rising in value. 
Any man or w om an who seeks some 
form of w ise investm ent, after L iberty Bonds, isn't likely 
to go w rong in buying land. 


SPEED UP 


"E ve ryth ing we have seen in 
F ra nce and G reat 
B ritain,” says a m em ber of (lie A m erican labor delega­ 
tion visiting those countries, “has em phasized the con­ 
viction that Am erica m ust get into th is w ar with both 
hands and both feet. 
She m ust use all h er resources and 
send over the greatest num ber of m en possible. 
"W e k now G erm any can be w hipped, but the sooner 
A m erica se nd s all her resources th e soone r the job will 
be finished. 
It is not going to he finished until that is 
done; a nd every day lost, every m an w ithheld, is m erely 
causing unnecessa ry sacrifices." 
It is th e sam e verdict given by e ve ry Am erican who 
obtains first-hand know ledge of conditions on the battle 
front. 
It harm onizes with the conclusions of S ecretary 
Baker, a f te r his E uropean tour. 
It is w h a t the new spaper 
and m agazine correspondents have been saying right 
along. 
O ur governm ent is now acting on th is policy, and 
our public is supporting it. 
E verything today is speeding 
up. 
T he nation is getting its w ar stride. 
And that fact 
in itself is a certain prophecy of success, for this nation 
never yet failed in anything th at it und ertook in dow n­ 
right earnest.

T he question, “W hat are we fighting for?” is asked 
less often and less critically th a n it was. 
E ve n the 
Bolshevik! a re learning th a t th e answ er "to w in ” is not 
so stupid a s they thought. 
F or th e re are tw o sta ge s in 
any fight: first, to stop the aggressor, and second, to 
prevent it from happening a ga in; and it is not neces­ 
sary to confuse the first stage by prem ature c onsid era­ 
tion of the second. 
W hen a M alay pirate r un s am uck, 
the first thing is to stop th a t m uck-runner, by killing 
him, if necessary. 
W h eth er h e is m uck-running from 
drugs, from d espair or from religion is not to th e point: 
and w h ether the general suppression of m uck-running 
calls for education, police, C h ristianity or d isa rm a m e nt 
need not be decided until a f te r the im m ediate m aniac 
is killed or captured. 


The w ar situation is analogous. 
Germ any ran am uck 
in the world. 
T h e first job is to stop Germ any, a nd the 
next is to keep her stopped. 
W h a t might have stopped 
her before is a question for history, and w h a t will keep 
her stopped 
afterw ard 
is 
a 
question for diplom acy. 
Stopping her now is the problem of the war. 
W ays to 
keep her stopped— or to keep any other nation stopped 
which may em ulate h er exam ple— are various. 
Som e are 
b etter than others. 
It is well for those who have leisure 
and inform ation to study and com pare th ese m ethods. 
But the m ethod we shall finally adopt will not he th e one 
th a t is best, but the one w e can get. 
T he m ore con­ 
clusive the victory now, the m ore positive the se ttlem ent 
for the future can he. 


An inconclusive victory m ay leave us no choice but 
the next-worst of the m ethods now discussible— t h a t the 
whole world shall arm as G erm any arms. 
T h e only 
m ethod worse th a n th at is th e m ethod followed b efore— 
of w atching G erm any arm while we did not. 
A ny one of 
us can work out on paper a b e tte r method than e ith e r of 
these. 
But none of us, nor all of us together, can get 
any better m ethod practically ad opted unless G erm any is 
first decisively beaten. 
W hich m eth od we can th e n get 
adopted 
will depend on how thoroughly G erm any is 
beaten, on how m uch is left of the rest of us, and on 
how much m oral confidence in each other has survived 
the strain of war. 
It is too early to conclude now th at 
we will do certain things and will not do c e rta in other 
things, in rem ak ing the world a f te r the war. 
T h e prac­ 
tical situation which the w ar leaves behind it m ay com ­ 
pel us to do som e things which a re not now our aim of 
war, or may m ak e impossible m any things on w hich we 
are now determ ined. 


T he facts then, and not d e b a te or proclam ation now, 
will d eterm ine this question. 
W h a t we are fighting for. 
is first to win the war, and then to patch up th e world 
as best we can, to m ake it as nearly safe as possible 
against anoth er such war. 
T h ese aim s everybody und e r­ 
stands. 
On any furth er definition of aim s no tw o could 
now agree, and they could do noth ing about it if they did.
